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Arlington Heights 1939 Building Breaks IO Year Record 


Over Half a Million Dollars Spent 
On Homes and Business Blocks 
NEW HOME OF PADDOCK PUBLICATIONS 


The year 1939 saw the greatest 
building boom in Arlington Heights 
in the last ten years, according to 
Paul Taege, building commission­ 
er, whose records give, authentic 
information regarding the number 
of new homes, their costs* amounts 
spent on new business blocks and 
alterations. 
There is no inflation in the fig­ 
ures that wexe released Wednesday 
morning to the 
Herald by Mr. 
Taege. 
The figures are for the 
incorporated village and are based 
on the building permits issued by 
the building department, on which 
building permits are. paid. 
Mr. Taege does not report the 
building in the contiguous terri­ 
tory to Arlington Heights — the 
subdlvisions that lie just over the 
line. 
The total building costs for the 
year is $566,850. This amount does 
not include the new’ high school, 
park field house or other projects 
that were started last year. 
There have been 54 houses erect­ 
ed at a cost of $442,200; altera­ 
tions and repairs to existing homes 
add $17,otto additional, which means 
a total of nearly half a million 
dollars was spent during the year 
on homes in Arlington Heights. 
The largest business block erect­ 
ed during the year is the Herald 
building at a cost of $12,000. The 
total expended on business places, 
including addition to the Cream- j 
ery Package, and alterations of the, 
Arlington Seating Co. is $48,000.

Fourteen private garages w ere; 
erected at a cost of $5,150.

Coroner Rules Dec. 23 
Accident Occurred In 
Palatine Township 


Here is some good news for Ar­ 
lington Heights police department 
and citizens generally who are zeal­ 
ous of the safety record maintain­ 
ed by the municipality. The fatal 
accident of Dec. 18 occurred in 
Palatine township and not in Ar­ 
lington Heights. Such was the de­ 
cision of the deputy coroner who 
held the inquest Thursday on the 
death of Miss Adele Meyer, who 
died in the Palatine Community 
hospital. 
The collision 
occurred 
in the 
northbound lane of Wilke road, 
which is outside of the municipal­ 
ity. The damaged cars and injured 
persons were thrown into the cor­ 
porate limits, but the actual place 
of the accident governed the case, 
stated the coroner. 
As stated in last week’s Herald, 
there have been only 13 auto acci­ 
dents from Jan. I, 1939 to Nov. 30. 
Only three 
persons received in­ 
juries from such accidents during 
che eleven months period. 
It has not been an easy job for 
Arlington Heights 
to attain its 
present safety record. Continual 
vigilance on the part of the police 
department has probably prevented 
many accidents. 
While the grape vine of the mo­ 
toring world may have carried the 
information that it is unsafe to 
speed through Arlington Heights, 
George F. Schneberger, 
chairman 
of the police committee in a state­ 
ment given to the Chicago Tribune 
last week made it plain that Arling­ 
ton Heights police give the travel­ 
ing motorist every possible break. 
“With the northwest highway bi­ 
secting our town, the need of traffic 
control,” stated Mr. Schneberger, 
“is uppermost if we are to pre­ 
vent fatal accidents.

Wells.—One niSght suppose that 
a farm well would be one thing 
not subject to legislation; however, 
J the public is interested in wells for 
J several reasons:

First, the drilling of a well may 
J disclose certain valuable informa-

in which the well is drilled. 
Second, much of Illinois is un­ 
derlaid with coal, and it is import­ 
ant to mine owners and operators 
that they know the location of 
abandoned wells. 
Instances have 
arisen where such wells have com­ 
pletely ruined good mines. 
Third, the public is always inter­ 
ested in water supplies as they 
I are related to health. 
To give effect to some of these

3. The kind of well—whether it is 
an oil or gas well with initial pro­ 
duction, or a water well with ca­ 
pacity, or a prospect test for min­ 
eral materials other than oil or gas, 
or a dry hole. 
4. The location of the hole in ac­ 
cordance with the description re­ 
quired by the Department of Mines 
and Minerals in the application to 
said department for permit to drill 
any such well. 
It should be noted that this act 
applies to any well drilled for gas, 
oil, or water and does not include 
dug w'ells. 
In furthering the public inter­ 
est in safe water supplies, the state 
has made certain services general­ 
ly available: A chemical analysis 
of water in any well will be made 
by the State Water Survey, Ur­ 
bana. and a bacteriological exam­ 
ination will be made by the State 
Department of Health, Springfield. 
Anyone desiring such a test should 
send for a sample container. The 
Illinois Criminal Code also makes 
it unlawful to dump refuse or put 
poison in any well. 
The law relative to drilling wells 
may be found in the Illinois Re­ 
vised Statutes, 1939, Chapter 104, 
Sections 34-37.

states in the publication. 
* “To avoid big repair bills and 
high operating costs, repairs should 
be made just as soon as the need 
for them is noted.* 
The circular describes the vari­ 
ous parts of a tractor that need at­ 
tention from time to time; tells 
what to look for in checking to see 
that the parts are in proper work­ 
ing order, and gives detailed direc­ 
tions for adjustment and repair. 
A complete check list, showing 
what to do and when to do it, is 
provided. 
The qualities of tractor fuels, oils 
and other supplies and their suit­ 
ability for use under different oper­ 
ating conditions are also discussed 
in the publication.

This is the conclusion of II. C. 
M. Case, head of the agricultural 
economics department of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of Agri­ 
culture, in a current issue of Illi­ 
nois Farm Economics, a publica­ 
tion issued monthly by the college. 


“Changes in the prices of fann 
products and the 
uncertainty of 
future prices raise many questions 
regarding a fair basis for arriving 
at cash rentals,” Case explains. ™ 


“The tenant who contracts to pay 
a given amount of cash rent for 
his farm w'hen prices are high fre­ 
quently cannot meet his rental obli­ 
gations from his current income* 
when prices fall to a low* level. 


“On the other hand the landlord 
who rents his property Tor a fixed 
sum in a time of low prices may 
not be receiving a fair share of the 
income from the farm when prices 
rise. Hence both have reason to 
be interested in a type of contract 
that provides for the sharing OI 
the risks caused by price varia­ 
tions in farm products. 


“Fortunately,” Case continued, 
“a large proportion of farm leases 
in Illinois stipulate payment i*. 
rent either entirely or partially by 
shares of the crops grown. Insofar 
as rentals are based on share pay­ 
ments, they automatically adjust 
themselves fairly well to changes g 
the price-level. The recent treriu 
in farm leasing seems to have been 
away from casii leases, 
probably 
because the many variations in 
prices of farm products that have 
occurred in the last 20 years nave 
continually made it difficult to esti­ 
mate in advance what should be the 
cash rental of a property.” 


If a tenant has reasonably norm­ 
al yields, it is fair that he should 
pay the present value of the same 
amount of produce required to pay 
the cash rent under normal price 
conditions, Case said. “Some such 
annual settlement on a price-ail- 
justed basis is usually better for 
both landlord and tenant than al­ 
lowing the entire rent to stand ^ 
an 
accumulated 
debt, 
around 
w’hich resentments are likely to de­ 
velop. 


“The adjusting of cash rentals 
to current prices of farm producfs 
can be done either w*here the entire 
rental is on a fixed cash basis or 
where the cash rental applies only 
to pasture, meadow and land used 
for lots and buildings. 


“In a grain-farming area, where 
the income is mainly from the sale 
of coni and oats, it might be fair 
to base the cash rent on the price 
of com alone, as the pnces of these 
two grains usually cfiange in the 
same proportion, both being feed 
grains.”
